It may be Objetted, That many také {uch-Purges at

Yet let me tell them, that not hurt- 
ing fuch, and not impairing their Strengths, isnot fuf 
ficient to counter-baliance thofe injuries many others 
receive, if not by being kill’d, yet by debilitating and 
weakning their Witals. Befides, Iam fure if they are 


notwithftahding much « corrwpt Liquer is caft forth ; 


when in the Clofe-/fool, for*tis Veral Blood flain by the 
vehom of the Laxatrve, and rendred unfit for nourifh- 
ment. Though before the Purge was admitted into the 
Body,. *twaswellenough. Thatit is flain Vezal Blood, 
the putrid fell of a dead Carkafe poffeffing thofe Hz- 
mours (as Helmont hinteth) doth amply prove.:, As 
alfoif the Purge was violent, the {earce appearance of 
thofe Veins which the day before were full, and the 
weaknefs of the Vitals, whofe ftrength is the Blood. 
What miferies (alas) thus attend us Mortals? As iJ 
it were not enough to do to wreftle with Diféales, ‘that 
do daily get ftrength, and grow more malign and ftyb- 
born: But we mult be prey’d upon by venomous Reme- 
dies, and wufaithful Helpers! - As if it wete requifit.
